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ACCOUNT OF THE LATE HENRY HOME, LORD KAMES. 


FROM SMILLIE’S LIVES. 


R Home never mentioned the 
M. time ot his birth; but from 
many circnmitances known to his 
rclations and friends, it appels that 
he was born in the courfe of the year 
1696. He wes defcended of a ver 
honourable and ancient family, Lord 
Kanics’s prandtather, Henry Home, 
was a younger fon of Sir John Home 
of Renton, who held the high effice 
of Lord Juflice Chik, or chief cii- 
minal jucpe of Scotland, inthe year 
1663. Mr Home received the eftate 
ef Kames from his urcle, Geotge 
brother co the then Lord Juflice Clerk. 
Lhe family of Renton 1s defcended 
from that of the Earls of Home. The 
county of Berwick in Scotland has the 
honour of having given birth to this 
great and ufeful member of fociety. 
In carly youth he was lively, and ea- 
gcr in the acquifiion of knowledge. 

e never atunded a public {chool ; 
but was inftrugied in the ancient and 
modern languages, as well as in feveral 
branches of mathematics, and the arts 
necefiaiily convected with that feience, 
by M:. Wingaic, a man ef confider- 
able parts and learning, who fpent 
Many years as prece] tor or private tu- 
torto Mr Honie. 

After fludying, with acutene’s and 
diligence at the Univerfiry of Edin- 
burgh, the civil law, and the munici- 
pel law of his own country, Mr Home 
eatly perceived that a knowledge of 
thefe alone was not {ufficient to make 
an accomphfhed Jawyer, The forms

and practical bufinefs of courts, and 
efnectally of the fepreme court, as a 
member of which he was io feek for 
fame and emolument, he confidered as 


effentialiy neceflary to quality him to 


be a complete barrifter. He accord- 
ingly atrended, for fome time, the 
chamber of a Writer to the digact, 
whire he had an opportunity of bearne 
ing the fyles of lepal deeds, and the 
modes of conduéting difirent {pecies 
of bufinefs. ‘this wile flep, indepen- 
dently of his preat genius and unwca- 
ried application, procured him efter 
his admiflion to the bar, pecultar re- 
fiom the court, and proportiunal 
employment in his protcffion of «n ad- 
vocate.. Whoever the laws 
papers compoied by Mr Home, when 
a young man, will percerve an uncom- 
mon eicgance of {tyle, icfides great 
ingenuity ef reaforiog, and a thorough 
knowledpe of the law and con'true 
tion of bis country. ‘Pbefe quati- 
cations, together with the ftrengih and 
vivacity of his natural abilines, foon 
raifed bim to be ap arnement to the 
Scortith bar; and oa ihe fecond day 
of Fibruary 1752, he was advanced 
to the bench as one of the Judges ot 
the Court of Scion, under the 
of Lord Kames ; and as a Lora of 

Jalticiary on the 15th April 1763.

Next in reputation to Wallis was 
Dr Seth Ward. He was born 19 
Mertfordfhire, and at Side

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he was not related to hin. Qn the 
commencement of the civil wars, Mr 
Seth Ward voluntarily became an af- 
fociate in the mistortunes of his friend, 
whom he accompanied tu prifon, and 
condnued with him till his death ; he 
was alfo ejeéted trom his fellowthip, 
far refufing the covenant. After 


leaving college, he re’ ided fome tune’ 


with the celebrated Oughtred, at Ald- 
bury, in Surry, where “he profecuted 
his mathematical ffudies wit h we h fuce 
cefs as laid the foundation of his 
eminence. On the hopes cf the 
oyalift party being extinguithed, Me 
W ard became more accommodaiing 
to the times, and from his great re 
putation as a mathematician he was 
appointed Savilian prot ‘ffur of altroe 
nomy at Oxford, in the room of the 
celebrated Greaves, Cillinevithed for 
his work on the Egyptian pyramids, 
who was ejected, but who nad ficffici- 
ent influence to recommend Mr Ward 
to be his fucceffor.

and temperate reafoning of Boyle.— 
lt was mingled too much with imagi- 
pation, and his fuperftiiious zeal in 
fovour of his Sympathetic Powder,” 
which was to be a cure for almoft all 
Gifeafes, has fixed a biot on his cha- 
rater, Which has rendered his philo- 
fophical publications lefs objects of ge- 
neral attention than they deferve. 

Sir William Petty is chicfly known 
for his great and acknowledged kill 
in political arithmetic; yet, even this 
was one of the leaft of his accomplith- 
ments. Perhaps no man, not except- 
ing the late Dr Franklin, ever pof- 
fcfled a mind fo happpily adapted to 
praGical and ufeful {cience ; and, in- 
deed, he was not only one of the molt 
extraordinary men of his age, but that 
Britain ever produced. Like the man, 
whom, ir modern times, he moft re- 
fens Jed, Frank'in, he was the fon of 
a plain trade{mao, and was born at 
Rumfey in Hampfhire. At a very 
early age he difplayed an uncommon 
penius for mechanics ; bat after his 
erammar education, and fome fubfe- 
quent infiudien at- the univerfity of 
Caco in Normandy, he was appointed 
to a ia the navy.— Bat before 
he had arrived at the age of twenty, 
having faved about fixty pounds, upon 
the firength of this fum he fet our to 
travel for his improvement ; and after 
{p<nding three years abroad, and main- 
taining ail the time his younger bro. 
ther, fuch was his great economy and 
incultry, that he returned to England 
withten pounds more than he took 
with him. About this time he in- 
vented an inftrument for double writ. 
ine, by which the operator was ena- 
bled to produce an accurate copy of a 
manuterpt, while in the a@& of writ- 
ing the oriptnal, “Dhis initrument has 
fince been more fuccefs fully employed 
inthe art of drawing and defigning. 
After this, he removed to Oxford, 
and in 1649, was created a doctor of 
phyte. He was foon after appointed 
phy tu the anny, and wes alf> 


nants of Ireland. This _profeilion, 
however, he afterward abandoned, and, 
on the divifion of the forieiced eftates 
in Ireland, was appointed to take the 
furveys, which he did with fingular 
accuracy, and gained confid.rable pro. 
perty by his fervices ca this occation, 
After the reftoration, he was in con. 
fiderable favour with governments 
received the honour of Knighthood, 
and was a member both in the Eng. 
lish and parliaments. —The cb. 
jet which moft engaged his attention 
at this period was, how to improve 
the arts of fhip building aad naviga- 
tion; and he conftru€ted a veifel to 
fail againft wind and tide. To enu- 
merate his various experiments and 
difcoverics would occupy more of the 
volume than we ufually appropriate to 
this divifion of our work. Tle was 
one of the founders and one of the 
moft ative members of the Royal So- 
ciety ; and yet, while fo much of his 
time was devoted to {cience, his pri- 
vate bufinels was more than moil 
men would be able to conduct: it 
confilted in the management of a large 
e{late, both in lands and buildings, in 
working of mines, and a confiderable 
trade in lead, iron, and fith. 
bours were crowned with extraordi- 
nary fuccefs.—He died at the age of 
fixty-five, of immenfe pro- 
perty, and was the founder of a noble 
family, in which genius as well as 
patriotilm fecms to be hereditary.

AN ACCOUNT OF SOME EXPERIMENTS ON THE 
FECUNDATION OF VEGETABLES. 
In a Letter from ‘Thomas Andrew Knight, Efg. to the Right Hon. Sir 
Jofeph Banks, K. B. P. 


Read before the Royal Socicty, May 9, 1799. 


Elton, Apnl 25, 1799. 

THE refult of fome experiments 
which I have amufed myfelf in mak- 
ina on plants, appearing to me to be 
interefting to the naturalift, by prov- 
ing the exiltence of fuperfeetation in 
the vegetable world, and being likely 
to conduce to fome improvements in 
agriculture, 1 have taken the liberty 
io communicate them to you. 

‘The breeders of animals have very 
long entertained an opinion, that con- 
iiderabie advantages are obtained by 
breeding fiom males and females not 
related co each other, ‘Lhough this 
epinion has Jately been controyerted, 
the number of its oppofers has ¢ra-

“he principal olject I had in view, 
Was to obtain new and improved va- 
tities of the apple, to fupply the place

nature appears to have afligned to 
their exiftenee. But, as forefaw 
that feveral years muft clapfe, before 
the fuccefs or failure of this procefs 
could pofhibly be afcertained, I wifh- 
ed, in the interval, to fee what would 
be its effects on annual plants. A- 
mong thefe, none appeared fo weil 
calculated to anfwer my purpofe as 
the common pea ;_ not enly becaufe 
could cbiain many vaiicties of this 
plant, of different forms, fizes, and 
colours 3 but alfo, becaufe the fftruc- 
ture of its bloifom, by preventing the 
ingrels of infects and adventitious fa- 
tina, has rendered its varieties re- 
markably permanent, I had a kind 
growing in my garden, which, hav- 
ing been long cultivated in the fame 
foil, had ceafed to be produétive, and 
did not appear to recover the whole 
of its former vigour, when removed to 
a foil of a fomewhat different guality ; 
on this, my firft experiment, in 1787 
was made. Having opened a dozen 
of its immature bloffoms, 1 deftroyed 
the male parts, taking great care not 
to injure the female ones; and, a few 
days afterward, when the bloffoms ap- 
peared mature, I introcuced the fa- 
rina of a very large and Juxuriant gray 
pea into one haif of the bloffoms,

| AS the fubjest of tithes is diftuTed 
With more precifien and accuracy than 
We have met with in any of thefe re 
Ports, we fhall tranferibe it for the fatis- 
faction of thofe whom it may concern. 

In many parifhes of this county, 
the tithes are taken in kind ; and which 
nearly the fame, in others they are 
ennudily valued and compounded for. 
0 kveral parithes, reaionabie cont. 
is taken; in fome it has been 
ery little advanced during the laft 
years; happily there are farfus 


Vou. 
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which pay a modus, and others entire- 
ly tithe-free. 

{ doubt not but T fhall ftand ex- 
cufed for relating the following oppref- 
five cafes-of tithes. It is in order more 
clearly to point out, than I could others 
wile do, that tithes operate againft the 
improvement of the foil, and confequents 
ly againft the intercft of the nation. 

“ T met with an iatanee near Longs 
ford, in this county, of a farmer hav- 
ing with great pains, and by au expen- 
five culture, raifed large crops. He ot- 
fered a guinea* an acre as a compoli-, 
tion for the tithe of his wheat; but it. 
was refuted, and was fpitefully and ma-. 
licioufly taken in kind. N 
jate re@or of Kenfingtag, in 
this county, after having for domé@me_ 
harraffed his parifhioners in the court J 
of Exchequer, obt4ued & decree that, 
pine apples, &c. which are well-known. 
to be raifed at the expence of hot- 
houfcs, and other contiderable ex- 

ences, fhonld yield their tithe ia kind. 

have not heard how many hot-houtes 
were pulled down on that occafiena, but | 
a very exorbitant compotition was de- 
manded and received from the inhabi- 
tants, in lieu of paying their tithes in 
kind. 

Jonathan Tyers, Efq; was at the 
expence of making a bop plantation 
at Donbys, Surrey. Vhe vicar refofed 
to compound on eny reafonable terms, 
and gintifted on taking the tithes in 
kind, and alfo on having them picked. 
A fait in the court of Exchequer was, 
litigated, and the decree gomg againit 
Mr Vyers, he grubbed up bis hops, 
fewed grats-feeds, and made a pafture 
of the land. Thus was a produce of 
upwards of thirty pounds an acre re- 
duced to three. 

“The parifi of Hutton in Efex was 
much ocenpied by tuckling of calves. 
Vhe clergyman inlided on taking the 
tihesin kind. The inhabitants were 
willing to fet out one-tenth of every 
meals milk, and it was the only means 
they had of continuing the fuckling 
butinet. 

“ This, however, would not conteat 
the parfon—no: he infifted on having 
alithe milk on every tenib day, though 
he muft know that 1 would ruin thee 
fucking fyftem. They of courfe refiit-

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cd; the parties were feveral years at 
jaw, and at laft an unreafonable com- 
pofition was obtained from the far- 
mers™. 

“ The fuccefe of thefe, and like calesy 
fiimulated a vicar of Batterica to draw 
the tithes of that parifh in kind, which 
was continued for two or thice years, 
Curing which time nothing was more 
comnion than to meet his carts in the 
ftrcets, retailing his tithes, with a per: 
fon in cach, vociferating, come buy 
my alparagus !—oh rare cauliflowers. 
&c. &&. 

A few inftances equally oppreflive 
with thefe, have happened in every 
county in England ; and the neceflary 
confequence is, that they have teveral- 
ly put a flop to fome expenfive, but 
promifing improvements. Every mat- 
ter of this kind becomes a itubject of 
ecMeral conveifatioa among farmers, 
and of courfe prevents their making 
the like attempts. Jn /Port, an adl of 
parliament to prebibit the improvement 
of land by any confiderable expenditure, 
arovld not mere efeSually doit than tke 
tithe 

Had tithes never been eftabhtihed, 
happy would it have been for this 
country and Nill more fo for the clere 
yy. They are a powerful cauie of ma- 
ny quitting the church, and of creating 
and fupperting feclaries : they are the 
never ending fource of ill-will, quarel- 
ling, and litigation, and are, unquei- 
lionavly, one great cauie of the conti- 
nuance of fo much commen and un- 
cultivated land im thefe kingdoms. 
Within the narrew limits of my own 
hrowlecge, feveral premeditated bills 
of tncloture have been given up, rather 
than the land fhould be fubjccted to 
yield tithes in kind, after the great ex- 
pence of the act, the commifiion, the 

‘fturvey, the making of new roads, the 
builsing of bridges, the fencing, and 
new buildings, and cultivat- 
tng the land, fhould be incurred.

practical Mr Boys, in his 
excellent Report of the county of Kent, 
lays, ** nothing can be deviled, that

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“A meeting was lately held, for th 
purpofe of confidering an applicatig, 
to parliament for inclofing the Com 
mons above Pinner, in this county, 
Ii did not fuit the rector to attend tie 
meeting ; he therefore tent his propos 
ina letter, which wos, that a particu. 
lar part of the commons, containing 
300 acresy ihould be allotted to him iy 
one piece, inclofed with a ditch, bank, 
and park pahny, and maintained jp 
good repair tor ever, at the expenice 


of the other perfons who had a righf 
ofcommon. As an 
requelt could not be complied with, 
of courfe defeated the intended appli 


cation, and the land fill continues ip 
commen.

STATE OF PUBLIC AFFAIRS. 

in the fir’ number of a new volume 
it will be proper to premife our month 
ly fummary of public events with 4 
fhort retroipect of the events of tk 
paft year. 

It will be recolle&ed, that the tres 
tics of Leoben and Campo Forms! 
they did not wholly annihilate, at et 
abated fora time, the intenfenels ¢ 
the conteft produced by the 
Revolution. ‘The ephemeral peace be 
twcen tie Emperor of Germany 
the Directorial) goverament, in 
meon time, aflorded an opportunity 
for Buonaparte to tranfport his veter 
lee'ons to Ezypt, whence he feemed 
on the profpeet of fuccels, to me 
ditate a formidable attack on the Bi 
tith dominions in Afia. But the 
motrable defeat at Aboukir, 
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declaration of war on the part of the 
Ottoman Porte, foon changed the 
{cene, and inftead of being able to aid 
the views and fupport the pretenfions 
of Tippoo Sultaun, we beheld the con- 
queror of Alexandria and Cairo, the 
victorin fo many fkirmifhes and battles 
againtt Turks, Arabs, and Mamcfukes, 
at one time foiled before Acre, and at 
another cagerly feizing an opportuni- 
ty of flying from an apparently devoted 
army, whofe ranks had been thinned and 
difpirited, by fatigue, difeafe, and the 
fword. 

Notwithftanding the grofs impolicy 
of permitting fuch a large body of 
troops, and fo experienced and fortu- 
nate acommander to leave Europe, yet 
the year 1799 fcemed to be ufhered in 
under fortunate aufpices to France, and 
the moft unhappy prefages on the part 
of her enemies. So formidable had the 
republican arms become in Italy, that 
the King of Sardinia was reduced to 
the cruel neceffity of formally renoun- 
cing the fovereignty of Piedmont in 
the month of January, and retiring 
with his family and adherents, to the 
ifland whence he derived his title. 

The King of Naples too, who had 
once more tried his fortune in the field, 
and been prevailed upon to confide the 
command of his troops to General 
Mack, after expericucing fome fhort 
gleams of fucects, and even obtaining 
poflefion of Rome, was obliged to 
yield to the fuperior difcipline of the 
enemy, and take refuge in the ifland of 
Sicily. 

France was thus enabled to give the 
law to Italy ; but the face of pubiic 
atiairs, was doomed to affume a fud- 
den and unexpeéted change on the 
Continent. The Emperor Paul, being 
atiured of a fubfidy fiom the King of 
Great Britain, had negotiated a treaty 
ot alliance with the Ottoman Porte, aud 
given orders toa body of troops to 
march into the heart of Germany. No 
fooner did the French Directory per- 
ceive anew enemy about to take the 
field, than they iffued orders to invade 
the Empire anew. Accordingly, on 
the ft of March, their grand army 
croficd the Rhine, in the neizhbour- 
hood of Kehl, onder command of Ge- 
neral Jourdan, with the avowed inten 
tion of forcing the Diet of Katifbon to 
dcclare ayainft the march of the Ruf- 
han troops. Nearly about the fame 
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time, Gereral Bernadotte at the head 
of anarmy of obfervation paffed the 
Rhine at Waldeck, inveited Philipfburg 
and that fortrefs to furren- 
der; wisle General Ney fent a fimilar 
fummous to Manheim, which imme- 
diately opened its gates to him. 

Notwithftanding thefe procecdings, 
the French ambaffadors at the Congreis 
of Raftadt had declared to the Depu- 
tation of the Empire, as well as to the 
Imperial Minitler, the Count de Lehr- 
bach, that the hoftile movements were 
undertaken with no other view, thanto 
prevent the interference of the Court 
of Peterfourg, and accelerate a general 
peace. 

The Cebinet of Vienna being now 
ccrtain Os the co-operation of the Ruf- 
fiaus, the fypurtal army under the com- 
mand ot the Archduke Charles crofled 
the Lech on the 4th of March; anda 
renewal of the bloody war that has fo 
long devolated Europe, from that mo- 
ment bccame inevitable. 

Fortune at frit feemed to declare in 
favour of the French; for a body of 
troops belonging to that nation having 
pefled through Schafihauten towards 
Suabia, an Auftrian General, after an 
ineficctual attempt to oppofe them, 
wes defeated and taken prifoner a- 
long with three thoufand of his men. 
They were alfo fuccefsful during a 
period in Etaly, as the whole of 
Fulcauy was occupied by their troops, 
and Florence, its capital, with all the 
exquilite works of art collected by the 
princes of the houle of Medicis, fell 
into thee hands, 

A latal reverfe, however, fpcedily en- 
fued. The Dircciory had not only ne- 
glected the army of Italy, but even dil- 
organiled it by the arreft of Champion- 
net, the commander in chief. In con- 
fequence of thete grots overfights, Ge- 
neral Kray on the sth of April came 
up with and beat the French in an en- 
gagement near Verona.

LONDON. 


We have already iniferted, under the 
head of State Papers, p. 49. the diplo- 
matic correfpondence between France 
and this country. It ts contidently 
ferted, that a frefh fubfidiary treaty be- 
tween the courts of London, Vienna, 
and Peterfburg isconcluded; that alarge 
body of Suabians is to be taken into our 
pay; and that the war will be renewed 
with redoubled vigour in the {pring.
